NEAT WEEK 


Takes Ten Years to Perfect 
€lephants in Their Stage 


Every school boy remembers reading 
of the wonderful sagacity with which 
elephants are endowed; in fact, it is 
generally understood that they are 
perhaps of all animals the most apt to 
pick up tricks and be taught to work, 
but Charles Powers, who owns and 
trained his own troupe of performing 
elephants, rather disabuses the idea 
that elephants are easy to teach. Mr, 
Powers, who since boyhood has been 
connected with this class of animal, is 
the trainer of the group of pachyderms 
who appear at Pantages theatre next 
week, and tells of the arduous work 
which he encountered while teaching 
his youngsters, as he calls them, the 
many stunts which they go through. 

‘T know that very few people will 
believe me when I say that it takes the 
better part of 10 years to perfect an 
elephant in his work so that he may 
appear on a stage or in a circus,” sald 
Mr. Powers. “lor instance, I can 
truthfully say that I have worked on 
three of my youngsters for nearly 15 
years and for many hours every week 
during that time. Of course, you 
must understand that the hardest time 
is the first few years, when they do not 
readily understand what is wanted of 
them. After they haye become used to 
their trainer and his ways and under- 
stand that they have to perform their 
yarious tricks, they become wise and 
take up their work readily and will- 
ingly; in fact, they seem to take as 
much pleasure in it as a person does 
in doing something one likes, 

“Of course, if you are training your 
younger inembers with a number of 
older ones which you have had in hand 
for some time the obstacles to be en- 
countered are not so many, as they 
wateh the others and pick up from 
them, ‘Chey do not like anyone other 
than their trainer to put them through 
their paces, and [ had a very hard time 
when L tried to teach “Baby, who, by 
the way, is my pride of all the troupe, 
work for my daughter who now handle 
him. He absolutely refused to do any- 
thing for her for many weeks despite 
the fact that she had been around 
him ever since she was a tiny tot and 
had ridden him and been picked up on 
his trunk, but when it came to where 
she was to exercise authority over him 
he did not like {t. , However after a 
time he grew accustomed to obeying 
her orders and now it is very difficult 
for any of the other trainers who tra- 
ye) with us to make him even obey the 
simplest command such as climbing 
into the baggage car when we travel. 

“He is very fond of my girl and I 
know would fight for her but it was 
most peculiar to see the little fellow 
when she attempted to work him, He 
refused to budge and would look over 
at me svith the wisest look in his eyes 
and although I would also, order him 
he reluctantly performed for her, 

“And another thing that few people 
will believe and that is that animals get 
stage fright just the same as perform~ 
ers, 1 well remember the first time that 
I opened at the Hippodrome in New 
York city and I could scarcely manage 
the elephants at all.

and coyotes, without danger of acci- 
dental discharge or loss of time look- 
ing for shells, The representatives of 
the farmers pointed out that thousands 
of pump guns owned by Alberta farm- 
er. would be confiscated if the uce 
of the arm were prohibited, The 
farmers Whose guns were condemned 
would naturally be Hkely to resent the 
contiseatory legislation when they went 
to the polls, and that would never do. 
The rural members also argued that 
the use of pump guns. reduced the 
number of crippled) birds, that were 
vounded and left to die in agony, A 
hunter with five or six shots at his 
command would stop the eripples bhe- 
fore they got away, while the sports- 
man with a double gun would not have 
time to do so, As. the discussion pro- 
ceeded, it became evident that the 
sentiment of the committee was over- 
wheliningly opposed to any legislation 
against pump guns. Farmers and oth- 
ers began to pour in objections, and 
the amendment was dropped like a hot 
potato. } 
No Bag Limit For Ducks. 

Another long argument developed 
over the amendment to place a bag 
limit of 25 birds on- ducks. This, it 
was asserted, would curb market hunt- 
{ng, and check game hogs. °The city, 
village and town sportsmen raised vig- 
orous objections to this clause. They 
argucd that they were the: principal 
contributors to the fish and game 
funds; that they did not have much 
time to hunt, and if they were prevent- 
ed from getting more than 25 ducks, 
afler travelling a long distance for a 
day's shooting, it would be unfair. AS 
hk concession to the sportsmen, this 
clause was also eliminated. 

Chicken Season Extended. : 

There was a battle royal over the 
proposal to open the prairie chicken 
and duck seasons on the same date. 
Those who favored the proposal con- 
tended that duck hunters were sub- 
fected to needless temptation to shoot 
chickens before the opening of — the 
chicken season and, in fact, did do so 
to u great extent, regardless of the 
law. The young chickens were usual- 
YW better developed than the young 
ducks by the tlme the duck season op- 
ened and better able to take care of 
themselves, because’ they could fly, 
while the “flappers" could not. It was 
fond impossible to reach a compro- 
mise on this point, beyond deferring

Poor Reynard, especi- 
ally the dark hued members of the 
family, he said, suffered from the “dig- 
em-out"” tribe. The entire Peace Riy-

Unsightly holes and 
huge loamy excrescences marred the 
landseape as a result of the operations 
of the fox den ravishers, Immature 
whelps were slaughtered and fond mo- 


thers’ laid cold and stark by the 
ruthless spade wielders. There would 
not be a fox left in the country if the 
practice were continued, 

Mr .Gunn’s plea was Irresistible, and 
the law provides a close season for 
foxes from April 1 to November 1. 
This will stop the den diggers, as the 
young foxes will be able to take care 
of themselves by the first of Noyem- 
ber. 

Varied Conditions. 


Complaints came to the committee |

C.P.R, Emigration Trouble In- 
volving Persons oi 
Note, 


London, Oct. 25.—The Vienna cor- 
respondent of the Telegraph said yes- 
terday: The affair of the C.P.R. com- 
pany js gradually developing Into a 
seandal, in which numerous — person- 
ages of note find themselves involved. 
it appears that the matter does not 
exclusively concern the Canadian Paci- 
fic as the disclosures with regard to 
that company have unveiled the se- 
crets of other emigration companies in 
Austria-Hungary. During the inquiry 
of the commission appointed by par- 
liament circumstances have come to 
light’ showing that the business prac- 
tices of other shipping companies are 
little better than those alleged with 
regard to the C.P.R. The commission 
has discovered the grave fact that a 
high official of the ministry of com- 
merce, Who was head of the depart- 
ment for navigation, also undertook 
the management of the Austro-Amari- 
can Navigation company. The Arbi- 
trator Zeitung states that the above 
mentioned official was pensioned by 
the rvovernment two years ago and is: 
now the representative of the Ham- 
burg-American Steamship Co, at Vien- 
na. The parliamentary commission 
will institute proceedings against this 
former official.

There is little danger, possibly, 
nnother month in this matter, and yet 
aveather Is, such a changeable thing 
that n decided freeze may come any 
night, and where ” car is kept in -a 
cold garage or barn, the damage may 
have resulted in a short time. 
Radiators are now so constructed 
that the copper tubing will stand con- 
kiderable expansion due from the freez- 
Ine of the water, but this is not so 
with regard to the water Jackets of the 
evlinder, which, being made from. cast 
fron, will crack immediately upon the 
forming of the ice, which exerts a ter- 
rifie expansive force, It Is not usual 
that the iron between the water and 
the inside of the eylinder will yield, 
Jnasmuch as this is so shaped as to re- 


sist the expansion, where its neighbor 


on the outside would yield more rea- 
dily. 

Thus it is usual for the outside of 
the water jacket to suffer through the 
expansion, It is fortunate that this {ts 
so, because this is not a serious bit of 
danger, inasmuch as it may be easily 
remedied through the 
process of welding, which is a work of 
any good repair shop, or at least can 
be tuken care of by it. 

Ir the erack is exceedingly small a 
temporary repair can be made by the 
use of a solution of sal ammontac, 
which when inserted Into the crack 
temporarily forms rust and closes the 
opening. Another temporary repair 
may be made by the use of a mixture 
of gycerine and litharge. In this case 
the parts should be thoroughly. cleaned 
and the litharge and glycerine made in- 
to a soft paste and forced into the 
crack. It should be left to harden over 
night, and will then become almost so 
eolld as the metal itself. 

Naturally enough, however, the wall 
of the water jacket has become weak- 
ened, and It is better to resort to weld- 
Ing process to make a permanent re- 
pair, thus saving the expense of a com- 
plete new pair of cylinders. 

It is still a better scheme to avoid

| to 65 cents per gallon in five gallon 
lots, has none of the objectionable fea- 
| tures held against the other mixtures. 
}It has the small disadvantaye of evap 
lorating readily and the water in the 
‘radiator should be watched with care 
| where it is used, because otherwise the 
| solution may be 50 weakened by con- 
stantly. adding water that it may not 
prove effective on some cold night. 

| It will be a wise precaution to see 
that all water connections are tight, So

| pensive proposition to keep adding al- 
cohol during the winter “months. To 
| determine the exact condition of the 
} solution and the temperature a freeze- 
}ometer should be used. A small am- 
‘out of the solution is taken from the 
lyadiator and placed in a glass: tube,

}ment of this kind, which, when put in 
{the tube, will show the exact freezing 
point of the solution. If this is too 
high for the state of the weather, more 
alcohol should be added in order to 
bring the solution: up to the required 
nonfreezing condition.

Small Man With Knowledge of 
Boxing Often Able to 
| Stop a Big Fellow, 


/BUT UNSKILLED MAN 
| WITH PUNCH OFTEN WINS 


Joe Harris: Local Boxer, Tells 
How He Was Compelled to 

Show a Husky the Advan- 

tages of Science, 


Can+a small man, trained in the 
science of boxing, whip a big man who 
knows nothing of the game but who 
has two good strong arms?» That is 
ian oft discussed question among fol- 
lowers of the boxing game and one 
which has been answered in both the 
jaffirmative and negative by actual ex- 
{periments, One instance would  indl- 
dicate that the small man with the 
science is the better of the two while 
another case shows tha skilled light 
Weight put down and out by the punch 
of spme huskier opponent. It is a 
question that can never be definitely 
decided as there are no two cases of 
actual demonstration that are allke and 
there is no way of comparing the skil- 
led and the unskilled by any standard. 
It is like trying to ascertain the ratio 
of two unknown quantities. However 
it is an undisputed fact that a little 
‘science will offset a lot of weight in 
a fistic encounter, 

There was a time when there were 
plenty of demonstrations of the com- 
paritive abilities of the trained and. the 
untrained. Years ago, boxers were al- 
ways getting into trouble by being too 
free at exercising their talents outside 
the ring. Many fighters, in those days, 
were bullies and used thelr fists at the 
slightest. pretext. Mostly, they came 
off victors, for they were careful whom 
they selcoted as their victims as a rule, 
but there haye been cases when some 
of the best in the business have run 
jagainst a surprise in a man wna, 
though unskilled in the art of boxing, 
had a kick in his arm equal to @ mule's, 
land finding one opening with an over- 
confident boxer sent home the hay- 
maker. 


Boxers Not Quarrelsome. 

Nowadays however, the kest boxers 
seldom engage in fights outside the 
ring. For the most part they are of a 
more gentlemanly disposition than: the 
pugilist of the old school, and too, the 
boxer knows that it will go hard with 
him in court if he beat up a man, and 
the judge knows that he is a profes- 
sional fighter. 

iTowever, there is no doubt that the 
small man with the science need have 
little to fear from the big fellow with 
nething but a punen, providing t!e lit- 
tle fellow keep his head. <A. trained 
boxer can keep away from an untrained 
one and avoid his knockout drops, 
while the untrained man no matter ‘how 
big is going to get a few hard swats 
from the little fellow. It is only when 
the boxer throws. caution to the wind 
land rushes in to mix things that, he is 
liable to get into trouble, 
| Joe Harris’s Experience. 

Joe Harris, a well known local boxer, 
tells a story that illustrates the point 
we have been trying to bring out. Jce, 
who is a lightwelght, is a skillful box- 
er and he gives boxing lessons at a 
place out on Fraser avenue. 

“One of my pupils brought a friend 
jup to the gymnasium one afternoon re- 


‘cently,’ said Joe, “who thought he 
‘would like to take a few lessons in 
| boxing. He was a husky big fellow, 
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weighing a}out 180° pounds and, as It 
developed later, he was strong as a 
mule, He works in the shops oul at 


,|Calder: where he is known as a sood 


scrappor, and Is highly respected, in a 
way, because of the manner In which 
he has settled “several disputes that 
have atisen between: other men and 
himself, . 

“The big fellow told me,” said Joe, 
“that he was a pretty good scrapper bat 
that he knew litle “of the scientific, 
end of the game. He asked if 1 would 
give him a few pointers. I agreed to 
do so, although I knew all the whiic 
what .was coming as I had had suth 
experiences before. 

"We donned the gloves and went out 
on the floor. I began by shewing him 
something about footwork, a thing ho 
\knew nothing about. I dwelt mostly on 
defensive tactics ag 1 knew that 
would be his greatest weakness. 1 
s00n saw that he was bored. The Idea 
of ‘stopping away. from an opponent 
was not in his scheme of things, flv 
considered that almost a disgraceful 
thing to do. His manner of fighung 
was to bore in all the time; never stup- 
ping hitting and always coming. He 
finally showed that he was disappoint- 
ed in what Jowas showing him; so | 
showed him a few tricks in offensive 
work. He wanted to Jearn all right but 
he had such ea good opinion of his owr 
ability that he could not see that the 
Jhings I] was showing him had any- 
things on him. : 

Thought His Way Best. 

“““t don't believe your way of fight- 
ing is any better than mine,’ he said, 
‘T-go after my man and get him. You 
waste to much energy hopping around.’ 
And then he suggested what I had been 
expecting, that we go after each 
other a bit. He in his way and 1 in 
mine. I did not want to do it, but 1 
did- not dare let him know it.

All 
T could fo for a few minutes was evade 
him, which was an easy matter so long 
as I did not attempt to land any blows. 
Several times he struck me’and knock- 
ed me completely across the ring. Had 
the full impact of any one of his blows 
landed squarely I would have’ gone 
down and out, I soon saw however 
that jt would not do to foot-race away 
from him all the time, that I must do 
something to up-hold my end of the 
demonstration, 1 began by side step- 
ping one of his rushes and planting a 
hard left into his stomach. He was not 
expecting jt and it nearly doubled him 
up. He came after me harder than 
ever however. Dodging a‘terrific swing, 
TI came up fairly under his nose and 
landed a stiff jab on the point of his 
ichin, and then beat it before he could 
retaliate.

$100,000,000 Capital to 
Control Currency, 


Washington, Oct. 25.—A government 
controlled and operated central bank, 
to dominate the financial system of the 
country, entered the legislative arena 


on Thursday as a rival of the ad- 
ministrational regional reserve cur- 
rency. plan. Frank <A. VanderHp, 


president of the National City bank of 
New York, presented the new plan to 
the senate banking and currency com- 
mittee. He had evolved the scheme 
as a result. of conference with mem- } 
bers of the committee who he said had 
expressed approval of such a plan. 

Under his proposal the -government, 
through a board of seven members, 2p- 
pointed for terms of 14. years and 
receiving salaries of $15,000 or $17,500 
a year, would establish a huge bank 
with $100,000,000 capital, which would 
control financial conditions by powers 
conferred on it to issue money, to re- 
discount commercial papers for banks

WHO WAS PYTHAGORAS? 


Eyen the name of Pythagoras 18 looked 


upon by many wrtters as traditional, 11 4s 
not known-when he was born, but tt 13 
generally supposed that 1t was some tlie 
during the 49th Olymplad, 584-501 B, CG. 

It 1s sald that Pythagoras founded an 
exclusive brotherhood among the aristo- 
cracy of Crotona, where we went to reside 
about 530. The original purpose of this 
brotherhood was probably not political, and 
yet the soclety became Involved in the 
flerca struggles between the. aristocracy 
and the democracy that were at this tlme 
raging in lower Italy; and when the popu- 
lar party gained the upper hand, In. Its 
Wild fury It turned on the Pythagorean 
brothers and burned them in their mecting 
places, Only a few escaped, It 1s not 
certain whether Pythagoras himself perish- 
ed in this outbreak, or whether he had 
previously died peacefully In Metapontum, 
Whither he {8 said to have retired when 
the storm was gathering, Neither do we 
know the date of this event, 

it is sald that Pythagoras studied in his 
own country under various noted scholars 
of Wis day, and also that he visited Egypt 
and many countries of the east for’ the 
purpose of aquiring knowledge, We have 
little transworthy evidence, either as to 
the kind or the amount of knowledge which 
he aquired, or as to his definite philoso- 
phical views, 

There is a celebrated’ story of his having 
discovered the arithmetical relations of the 
musical seale by observing accidentally the 
varfous sounds produced by hammers of 
different weights striking upon an anvil, 
and suspended by strings welghts equal to 
those of the different hammers, The re- 
tailers of tho story, of course, never took 
the trouble to verify the experiment, or 
they would have discovered that different 
hammers do not produce different sounds 
from the same anvil, any more than differ- 
ent clappers do from the same bell, 

Apart from all direct testimony, however, 
it may safely be affirmed that the very
